Before the date of notification of the examination. 

5. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examina¬ 
tion shall be final. 

6. No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Com¬ 
mission. 

7. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com¬ 
mission to be guilty of :— 

(i) obtaining support for his candidature by any means; 
or 

(ii) Impersonating; or 

(iii) Procuring impersonation by any person; or 

(iv) submitting lubricated documents or documents which 
have been tampered with; or 
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(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information; or 

(vi) resorting lo any other irregular or improper 
means in connection with his candidature foi 
the examination; m 

(vii) using unfair means in the examination hall; or 

(viii) misbehaving in the examination hall; or 

(ix) writing irrelevant matter, including obscene langu¬ 
age or poinographic matter in the script(s); or 

(x) taking away question Booklet/answer sheet with 
him/her from the examination hall or passing it 
on to unauthorised person/persons during the 
conduct of the examination. 

(xi) harassing or doing bodily harm to the staff 
employed by the Commission for the conduct of 
their examination; 

txii) violating any of the instructions issued to the 
candidates alongwilh their Admission Certificates 
permitting them to take the examination; or 

(xiii) attempting to commit or, as the case may be, 
abeting the commission of all or any of the acts 
specified in the foregoing clauses. 

may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution, be liable ;— 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the 
examination foi which he is a candidate; or 

lb) to be debarred other permanently or for a speci¬ 
fied period; 

(i) by the Commission from any examination or 
Selection held by them; and/or 

(ii) by the Central Government from any employ¬ 
ment under them. 

fc) to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules. 


N. Any attempt on the part of the candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may be held by 
the Commission to be a conduct which would disqualify 
him for admission to the Commission. 


9. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in five separate lists in the order of 
merit as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded 
to each candidate and in that order so many candidates 
as are found by the Commission to be qualified by the 
examination shall be recommended for inclusion in the 
Select Fist for the Upper Division Grade upto the required 
number : 


Grade on the results of the examination is 
entirely within the competence of Government 
lo decide. No candidates will, therefore, have 
any claim for inclusion in the Select List on 
(he basis of his performance in this examina¬ 
tion as a mallei of right. 

10. The foim and mannei of comipiinication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in its discretion and the Commis¬ 
sion will not enter in to correspondence with them regarding 
the result. 

11. Success in the examination confers no light to selec¬ 
tion unless the cadre authority is satisfied, after such enquiry 
as may be considered necessary, that the candidate having 
legard to his conduct in service, is suitable in all respects 
for selection. 

Provided that the decision as to whether a particular 
Candidate recommended for selection by the Commission is 
not suitable shall be taken in consultation with the Depart¬ 
ment of Personnel and Training. 


12. A candidate who after applying for admission to 
the examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appoint¬ 
ment in the Central Secretariat Clerical Service/Railway 
Board Secretariat Clerical Service/Election Commission/ 
Deptt. of Tourism (Headquarters Estt.)/Central Vigilance 
Commission or otherwise quits the Service or severs his 
connection with it, or whose services are terminated by 
the Department or, who is appointed to an ex-cadre post 
or to another Service on ‘transfer’ and does not have a 
lien in the Lower Division Grade of the Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service/Raitway Board Secretariat Clerical Service/ 
Election Commission/Department of Tourism (Head¬ 
quarters Estt.l/Central Vigilance Commission will not be 
elieihle for appointment on the result of this examina- 
lion. 

This, however, does not apply to a Lower Division Clerk 
who has been appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post 
with the approval of the competent authority.

2. The subjects of the written examination in Part I, 
the maximum marks allotted to each paper and the time
